Threshing opt rations have been 
practically at a standstill in Mor­ 
gan county for the past ten days 
anti the condition of some wheat 
shocks is very far from satisfac­ 
tory. 
In a number of fields the 
shocks have 
begun 
to 
sprout. 
However, if 
there 
is 
cessation 
from rain now for a few days, ac­ 
tive threshing operations can be 
resumed, with the chances that a 
comparatively Rtnall acreage of 
wheat will show any serious dam­ 
age. 
In recent days, based upon re­ 
ports indicating th at the crop is 
not as large as originally predict­ 
ed and the .surplus less than esti­ 
mated, prices have shown an up­ 
ward tendency. 


The farm bureau meeting held 
recently in different communities 
have 
been well 
attended, 
as 
themes of present time interest 
in farming operations have been 
discussed and much interest has 
been 
manifested. 
It 
has 
been 
quite apparent to persons attend­ 
ing these meetings th a t th<£ feels 
ihg among fanners is improving 
and that pessimism has about dis­ 
appeared. 
This is largely the re­ 
sult of the fact that many farm ­ 
ers as they look into their own 
business for the past months and
